COMMUTATION RATES 


Commutation rates affecting all sta- 
tions on the Marietta interurban line 
for trips covering two or more’ fare 


zones will be put into eficct, beginning 
Saturday, at the request of patrons of 
the line, it was announced ‘Tuesday 
by officials of the Atlanta Northern 
railway. Individual commutation 
books containing 54 tickets and fam- 
ily commutation books containing 40 
tickets will be offered at rates 
amounting to 20 per cent increase 
over the rates in effect prior to Sep- 
tember 1 for these classes of tickets. 
The increase is in line with the gen- 

ral increase in fares authorized by 
the Georgia public service commis- 
sion on the Marietta line’ on that 
date. 

The order of the commission abol- 
ished all commutation rates except 


for trips between Atlanta and other 
stations on the line et the same time 
the fare increase was sranten. The

'an investigation of 
ality. 


Clears Away Obstacle. 

The announcement from Pekin that 
plans for the Shanghai inquiry had 
| been completed clears away one of the 
| incidental obstacles encountered in the 
‘effort of Washington in association 
‘with the British, Japanese, French, 
‘Italian and other interested govern- 
|ments to solve the difficult problem 
| presented through the violent anti- 
' foreign outbreaks in China. 
| That obstacle arose through objec- 
, tions made by the municipal court of 
_the international settlement at Shang- 
hai to certain findings of the diplo- 
matic corps which first investigated 
the rioting and bloodshed there. The 
council raised the question as to the 
authority of the governments to con- 
trol its action when it was elected by 
the rate payers of the settlement. 

Satisfactory Program. 

While the Washington government 
‘has reeeiyed no official report on the 
i presentation of the Pekin plans, it is 
;evident that Minister MacMurray and 
'his diplomatic colleagues have worked 
‘out a program satisfactory to the mu- 
-nicipal authorities. If the Pekin gov- 
‘ernment will participate in the judi- 
cial inquiry, it is believed that very

Washington, September 15.—A)— 
‘An exhaustive discussion of the effect 
of prohibition on crime, conditions in 
settlement neighborhoods, drug addic- 
tion, the morals of the young, and re- 
spect for law in general was made 
public tonight by the research and 
education department of the federal 
council of churches as a third section 
of its special report on the social con- 


gequences of prohibition laws. 

‘While pointing out that a lack of 
eomplete data makes definite con- 
clusions impossible, the report made 
these assertions: 

The tendency of young people of the 
present day to depart from conveution- 
al rules of behavior cannot be laid en- 
tirely at the door of prohibition but 
“the fact that prohibition has made 
no more decisive effect in heightening 
their moral tone gives food for earn- 


est thought.” 

Crime statistics indicate a rapid in- 
crease in violations of law. chiefly of 
the misdemeanor class, bc it is 
“eratuitous” to blame prohibition, and 
“oll that can be asserted is that pro- 
hibition has tlus f2r not prevented an 
increase in such offenses.” 

Available information indicates that 
fn settlement neighborhoods there is 
Jess drinking and family life has im- 
proved under prohibition but that the 
law nevertheless is widely violated and 
“the bootlegger is getting rich.” 

Assertions that prohibition has 
tended to increase the use of drugs 
Jack definite proof and would appear 
to be untrue. 

Facts Are Few. 

“The general impression that re- 
spect for law is declining leads many 
ardent supporters of ~»rohibition to 
believe that its foes are undermining 
all citizenship, while the latter assert 
very positively that prohibition has 
destroyed respect for all law. Fortu- 
nately, neither contention is ‘ully sup- 

rted by facts. The best authorities 
n psychology and education agree 
that a person's attitude toward law 
and government is not determined with 
reference to a single statute, and that 
hostility toward one law does not 
“arry over into the whole field of the 
citizen’s responsibility. The attitude 
of people toward their government, al- 
though if often gives cause for con- 
cern, rests upon a broader basis than 
the popularity of a single law. Every 
one takes some laws more seriously 
than others, and necessarily so. All 
laws have not the same importance 
and sore have greater social sanction 
than others. For this reason it would 
seem to be a mistake to rest the ap- 
‘peal for observance of prohibition 


laws merely upon the general duty to 
‘obey the law.’ Rather, an attitude 
of intelligent sympathy toward the 
law itself must be built up i: it is to 
be generally observed. 

“Reports of school asministration 
officials and of teachers who have 
made extensive studies of moral prob- 
lems in the schools give little support 
to the theory that prohibition is in 
itself a cause of moral breakdown,” 
it continued. “It may perhaps just 
as truly be said that it does not ap- 
pear to be a g-eat asset. Certainly, 
the no-observance of the law by par- 
ents has a rather tragic effect on boys 
and girls, 

“In the colleges, undoubtedly, some 
alarming conditions have developed. 
Even in a conservative denomination- 
al college a student has been known 
to earn his way through schvol by 
bootlegging. The evidence. however, 
seems to indicate a favorable trend at 
the present time; at Jeast this is the 
opinion of nearly all the college deans 
consulted, and it receives some meas- 
ure of support from other sources.” 

Crime Siatistics. 

We come now to crime statistics, 
which are commonly, and mistakenly, 
first appealed to in order to prove thé 
benefits of prohibition. Crime statis- 
tics are notoriously inaccurate for a 
variety of reasons. JF 'urthermore, the 
handling of this kind of data in pro- 
hibition publicity has been unfortun- 
ate. The best source for such data 
seems to be, not police records, but 
prison population reports. The chart 
‘shows the trend in prison population 
in state prisons throughout the coun- 
try. 

As will be noted, the index numbers 
representing the proportion of staie 
prisoners to total population of the 
United States (1917 equals 100) fell 
to 78 in 1920 but rose to 97 in 1923. 

While an inspection of this chart 
suggests that prohibition has only tem- 
porarily, if at all, lessened prison of- 
fenses, it must be remembered that 
the post-war period would be expect- 
ed to be marked by an increase in 
crime, and it is quite possible that 
the effect of prohibition is really 
shown in the retardation of the post- 
war crime reaction. In any case the 
low level reached in 1920, considered 
in the light of other data presented, 
seems to indicate the effect of prohibi- 
tion, when first enacted, upon viola- 
tions of the law. Further, the subse- 
quent rise, by comparison with the 
other indices that we have examined, 
likewise suggests thet we are dealing 
here with forces in which liquor is a 
definite factor. 

A*by-product of the present inves- 
tigation has been a study of the rela- 
tion between prison population and 
the business barometer, the results of 
which tend to show a low negative 
correlation. That is to say, when busi- 
ness prosperity increases, offenses 
tend slightly to decrease, while busi- 
ness depression tends correspondingly 
to increase their number. The basis 
of this study was the prison record 
of Massachusetts as compared with 
the American Telephone and Tele- 
graph company’s index of general busi- 
ness activity for the entire country 
over a period of forty-five years. The 
result agrees generally with that 
reached by other studies in the same 


field. Thus, in our curve of prison

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population we had one or more in- 
fluences at work which reversed the 
tendency of the business cycle—that 
is, which reduced offenses at a time 
when they might be expected to rise. 
Presumably one such influence was 
prohibition. The conformity to our 
other curves is impressive. But if this 
ig true, the subsequent increase must 
be at least partially attributed to a 
lessening of the initial effect of pro- 
hibition. 
Study of Arrests. 

A study of arrests (both total, and 
on charge of intoxication) over a pe- 
riod of eight vears has recently been 
made by the World League Against 
Aleoholism. ‘The preliminary“report 
of the study shows, on the face of 
the figures, a considerable increase in 
the crime rate as compared with pre- 
prohibition years. The following table 
shows the result in index numbers:

The investigator who gathered the 
data, and who has very extensive 
experience: in this type of work, is 
convinced that an analysis of the 
figures will show, as appeidirs to be 
the case in New York city, that the 
general increase, which is astonishing- 
ly large, is due entirely to misdemean- 
ors and chiefly to offenses against the 
traffic laws, and that serions crimes 
have not shown an increase. It is 
true that the records give no sup- 
port for the assumption that felonies 
have increased generally, but it would 
appear from this table that up to 
1923 drunkenness accounts for a 
large part of the increases in the total 
number of offenses. If, with increas- 


ing returns, the low index for drunk- 
enness in 1924 still stands, which 
seems doubtful, the index for all of- 
fenses is likely to show a great re- 
duction also. 


Gotham Not Typical. 


New York city cannot be taken as 
typical in this matter for a reason 
that will doubtless. be surprising to 
many people. The record of arrests 
in New York city, in so far as it 
may be taken gs authoritative and 
reliable, is much more creditable than 
those of many other cities which en- 
joy a higher reputation for conven- 
tional conduct. The increase in total 
arrests since 1920 has not been great 
and ¢ases of drunkenness are yery 
much fewer in proportion to the popu- 
lation than in other cities; all of 
which gives a picture that is not at 
all typical. In Pittsburg, for example, 
where the arrests for drunkenness are 
nearly twice as numerous, in abso- 
lute numbers, as in New York, they 
account, together with disorderly con- 
duct and kindred offenses, for the 
larger part of the very great in- 
crease in. total arrests since 1920— 
from 36,572 to 61,473. 

The figures for Chicago for the 
last five years are worth noting in 
more detail:

sists in large part of minor offenses

with low moral tone and decreasipvg 
respect for law. 

In Philadelphia, it appears that 
drunk and disorderly cases account 
for the very considerable increase in 
total arrests since 1020. 

Figures for the District of Colum- 
bia show a substantial, though not 
large, increase in felonies over the 
past five years, and a very consider- 
able increase in misdemecanors—the 
latter due chiefly to traffic law vio- 
lations, drunkenness in public places 
and violations of the national prohi- 
bition act. 

The surprising feature of the Bos- 
ton figures is the fact that prohibi- 
tion seems on the whole to have had 
no appreciable effect even in 1920 on 
offenses other than drunkenness, while 
with respect to the latter, which have 
nearly doubled sinee 1920, the city 
seems to be little better off than in 
1919, although the showing is much 
better than in the years prior to 
1919. The figures for the entire state 
of Massachusetts show substantially 
the same conditions. 

The implications of these figures are 
the same as those of the World 
league’s figures, namely, that there is 
unmistakably a rapid increase in vio- 
lations of the law, chiefly of the mis- 
demeanor class. It is gratuitous, 
however, to blame prohibition for this 
fact. All that can be asserted is that 
prohibition has thus far not prevented 
an increase in such offenses. 


Caution Necessary. 


The greatest caution should be used 
in drawing conclusions from crude 
statistics of crimes, since a growing 
proportion of them represent minor, 
offenses that signify little save th 
increasing difficulty of keeping the 
procession of humanity moving and 
keeping individuals out of each 
other's way. Experts are not ready 
to say whether serious offenses are 
actually increasing or decreasing in 
the country at large. The opinion of 
the special committee on law enforce- 
ment of the American Bar associa- 
tion, contained in its report for 1922 
and reaffirmed in 1923, is worth 
noting in this connection: ‘‘From all 
the data and opinions of experts which 
your committee has been able to 
gather, we beg leave to report that 
particularly since 1890, there has been 
and continues qa widening, deepening 
tide of lawlessness in this country, 
sometimes momentarily receding, but 
swelling again into greater depths of 
intensity; at intervals this tide bil-

Prohibition and Drugs. 

It has bee. intimated many times 
that however successful prohibition 
may be in reducing the consumption 
of alcoholic liquors, it has tended to 
increase the use of drugs. It appears, 
however, that statememts to this ef- 
fect have been chiefly on the plausible 
guess that a person forcibly deprived 
of alcohol would turn to drugs. The 
assumption quite overlooks the fact 
that it is probably everywhere at 
least as difficult for the addict-to pro 
cure drugs as for the habitual drinker 
to procure liquor, and in most places 
more difficult; hence, there is little 
point in the contenticn that alvoholics 
have been driven to drugs. Another 
important element in the situation is 
the fact that the physiology of alco- 
holism and that of drug addiction are 
quite different. 3 

But we are rot dependent entirely 
upon guesses in this matter. An in- 
quiry has recently been made into the 
subject of the Foreign Policy associa- 
tion through its committee on traffic 
in opium, the results of which make 
it quite apparent that the reported 
increase of the drug traffie due to 
prohibition is a myth. Summarizing 
the findings, the secretary of the asso- 
ciation in a letter directed to General 
Lincoln C. Andrews says: “It is the 
experience of every authority, without 
exception, that prohibition has had no 
effect whatsoever on the prevalence of 
drug addiction in the United States.” 

The narcotic division in the bureau 
of internal revenue, whose agents con- 
stitute one of the most efficient and 
best organized forces in government 
service, reports that drug addiction in 
the United States is decreasing, a con- 
clusion which is supported by medical 
authorities in the public health serv- 
ice. It must be admitted, of course,

Baker: Accuses 
Jones Brothers 


In Alcohol Sale 


Baltimore, September 15.—()— 
Further testimony connecting Neufield 
T. Jones, of Atlanta, and his brother, 
Winfield Jones, of Washington, with 
control and management of the Mary- 
land Drug and Chemical company was 
offered in federal district court today 
in the trial of five men on charges of 


conspiracy to violate the prohibition

Jesse Baker, manager of the con- 
cern, who pleaded guilty to the same 
charges when arraigned Monday, told 
of conferences in a Washington hotel 
with the Joneses and William Cohen, 
another former proprietor of the ‘com- 
pany who pleaded guilty. 

“Received Profits.” 

At these meetings, Baker testified. 
profits from the business were de- 
livered to the Jones brothers by Cohen 
“and N. Jones would sometimes 
tell us to hold off until the market 
went up.” 

Asked by Judge Soper, “what mar- 
ket are you talking about?” the wit- 
ness replied: “The alcohol market to 
bootleggers.” 

Baker testified that he was hired 
by Neufield Jones “to clean up the 
Baltimore place and ‘police it’ for an 
inspection of revenue agents.” 

When he discovered that alcohol 
was being removed from the plant, 
the witness said, he reported to Cohen 
and was told to “keep still and you 
will be taken care of.” 

Removed Serial Numbers. 

Milton Summers, former shipping 
clerk for the concern, asserted that 
one of his duties was to remove serial 
numbers from alcohol barrels and help 
roll them outside so that hootleggers’ 
trucks could get them. Summers tes- 
tified that the Joneses took an active 
interest in the business until the es- 
tablishment was raided last spring.

IN DROUTH AREA 


Athens, Ga., September 15.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The Clarke county commis- 
sioners of roads and revenue Tuesday 
took action towards employing far- 
mers and their teams whg need work 
during the winter on ac@unt of the 
drouth, on road construction in the 
county. This action came through

It is tnis ve 
thing that Christian charity girds it- 
self to accomplish.”
